It appear* to me deterring of considera- 
tion, how fir the ill success wbkh has 
hitherto attended Missionary efforu in 
New South Wales is likely to be obviated 
try the combination proposed in the 
present plan of two separate model nf in- 
stmetion; aad I entirely agree io the 
importance of affording, if possible, spi ritusl 
aid to the Mattered while settlers, whose 
families mun be at present, in many 
caset, wholly deprived of the ordinancea 
of religinn. 

1 bare thought it right, thai a proposi- 
tion of this nature, involving a liberal 
expenditure on the part or the Society, 
thuiild be referred to the Local Qovetn- 
ment ; and you will consider and judge, 
how far it U expedient to snbtnil it to the 
Legislature, aa it would not be practicable 
tu carry out such an arrangement without 
the intervention, of the Legislative Coun- 
cil

It is tu tin lilted that this arrangement 
coruhines economy with efficiency in a 
great degree, emhracing the improvement 
of both the b larks and whiles, and enabling 
the Missionaries, by an interchange of 
duties, to gp through more wurk than if 
Jway. confined exclusively t« either 
branch ; constant itinerating would wear 
down the strongest Conatituliun, but Mich 
a result would tlms be obviated. On 
higher grounds it ought to be borne in 
mind that the efficiency of the Mission- 
aries would thin be increased, as hai l«en 
proved in all miss ion i even from the very 
earliest lime*. 

The schoolmasters, also, by being put 
tinder this superintendence, would be 
likely to discharge their duties more bene* 
ficialiy, ai has always been found to be 
the case by experience, Proper conduct 
on their part, and that of all the oilier 
subordinate officers connected with the 
Aboriginal towards the Protectors wilt 
thus be insured. These advantages, 
arising fniin the properly defined posi- 
tion and authority of a minister of the 
gospel, are important, as well ai the in- 
struction personally communicated by 
then i. The example too, and practice of 
regular discipline and en b ordi nation, can- 
not fail of producing good result! upon 
the Aborigines, and furthering their civ ili- 
zalion, as much also the general propriety 
of demeanour, which it may be hoped will 
thus be insured. 

It is submitted that this proposed esta- 
blishment provides in the must effectual 
way fut the peculiar position in which the 
two distinct racei are placed in the bush, 
by placing both under one system of in- 
struction and religious superintendence. 

The moral improvement, under the di- 
vine blessing, may be hoped to be effected 
by the ministration* or religion amongst 
Lhe while p<>|)ulaliuu hitherto neglected, 
and too much removed from restraint, will 
take away a chief obstacle to the advance- 
ment of the blacks ; while it will tend, at 
the same time, to diminish those causes of 
collision justly lamented by His Excel 
lency Sir George G.pps. in his despatch 
on the progress of Australian discovery. 

The truths of religion being thus taught 
to both the whites and blacks, by the sanie 
individuals aa messenger* of peace, will, it 
is hoped, lend to produce one of the great 
objects of their promulgation, the promo- 
tion of harmony and good will. 

This organization in instructing the 
blacks and whites hy the same individuals, 
and under one uniform system, will effect 
a far greater and more permanent degree 
of improvement, than auy desultory 
■suit*. 

The instruction of the Aborigines, it ti 
submitted, should be under regular tyitem 
am) superintendence, and aa luch, 'turn* 
underthenoticeofgovernment.aathrduties 
of (be protectorate do, in what may be con- 
sidered to belong more especially to their 
temporal andcivilintereats. The systematic 
operation of the plan cannot fail of being far 
superlur to any desultory efforts and unde- 
fined attempts, and la calculated to advance 
the mutual interests of the two races, each 
of which so much affect* the other. 

It is to be observed that in the evidence 
given before the Committee of the Houtr 
of Common), on the su bject of the Ahori- 
gine* of Australia, great strew is laid upon 




pagatioa of tbe Oospel in Foreign 
Parts, on the religioui condition and 
prospect 1 of the population in tbe 
interior of the Port Phillip district. 
The alien lion of the Port Phillip Dis- 
trict Committee of the Societies for Pro- 
moting Christian Knowledge, and fur the 
Propagation of the t»i»s[ie| m Foreign 
Paris, having been directed to the large 
population in the interior of the country, 
and tu their religious condition and pro- 
i|ierts. lhe Coiiutiillee deemed it very de- 
sirable that such statistical information 
should lie obtained on the subject as 
would enable them to avert »1 u the amuiinl 
uf population scallerrd over the wide ex- 
tent uf country, and llience to estimate, 
and lay befure the public, their spiritual 
deatitulion un the total absence of religious 
instruction and ordinances. The necessity 
enquiries were accordingly entries] into, 
isnd the Hub -Treasurer of Port Phillip 
kindly allowed free access to the returns 
and cither document a in his possession 
bearing upon the point ; and lhe Chief 
Protector of the Aborigine! with equal 
readiness gave inch information regarding 
the numbers and local haunts uf tile ab- 
origines *s tu induce the Committee tu 
believe that they are in a position to lay 
before the public a statement, that may 
be depended upon an correct, of lhe entire 
population living in the bush without a 
minister of religion .itnungal them. 

From (he returns made lolhe Treasury 
every half year, by the Commissioner of 
Crown Lands, it appears, thai in the dis- 
trict westward uf Melbourne, denominated 
the Portland Hav district, there art, on the 
Crown Lands, "l»30 souls from Client 
flritain aud Ireland ; and iu the dial rid of 
the north and east, called the Western 
Pun district, thete are iiitS . these are the 
numbers on Crown Lands, hut in each 
district there are, at the least, i<Hi tin 
private estates; which are not included in 
(he Commissioner's returns; tu addition to 
(Ins, there is always a moving population 
ui the bush of perhaps 500 in each dis- 
trict, more especially at the seatou fur 
theep shearing ; besides, (here at* aWe 
700 aborigines shout Muiint Rouse, and 
the River l^odden, that is, to the westward 
of Melbourne: and fiOfl about the (ioul- 
buni River, and east from Melbourne, and 
near the towns of Melbourne indGeelotijr, ; 
but beyond the reach of the regular minis- 
trations of religion, there are, at least, 
2,000 Christian souli.

trine would be almost lost, and all traces 
of religious worship mi observances 

nearly obliterated. 

With a view to direct attention to loca- 
lities, (he Committee have considered it 
expedient to take leriaiii spots as centres, 
atuund winch, tu a distance or above thirty 
milei, they have endeavoured lo airertain 
lhe arouunl of the population ; Lhey have 
hxed upon four central stations, which 
have been appropriated by government to 
the peculiar use of the aborigines, at 
place* on u hich they might lie collected, 
and experiments made to civilize them. 
On these Idealities the aborigines are at 
present collected in considerable numheri, 
under the charge of the Government 
officers denominated Assistant ProlecLurs. 
These localities ate Mount Route and 
the River Lodden, Inwards the nest and 
north-west of Melbourne ; and the native 
stations mi the (Joulbum.and at Dande- 
nong on tbe nrirlh and east. 

At Mount Ituuse there are about 300 
aborigines, u ilb access to BOO more, and 
within a radio* of 3* miles around that 
rentraJ station, there are nu tew than 1016 
Christiana scattered in the bush inrAreetnnd 
jbifra, without ever seeing (he face of a cler- 
gyman from one year t end to an other •> ibis 
presents a Held uf spiritual labour fur at 
least two lentous and active missionaries, 
to f... r»M.,i:uii)\ itinerating by turns, to 
carry the minis! rations of religion lit a 
population so scattered. 

The 1,1 id Jen Protectorate tint ion has on 
it about 3 00 aborigines, with aecesilti &0U 
more beyond the occupied country, and 
around that centre, with tfa fame radius 
as before, there are, Haltered ill small 
numbrrs, at distances of a few Miles, 1 , 1 02 
Christians, in the same slate uf spiritual 
destitution . here, again, ii mure than 
enough for the conslanl esertions of two 
Missionaries. 

On the Uuulburti there are about 400 
aborigines at the station, and 10 00 more 
in accessible tribes, and within ncirvuitof 
similar extent to those described, there sre 
JjH of our country me ii similarly situated 
with those around Muiint Rouse, and on 
the Lodden. 

The remaining native station is Dau- 
denong, about 20 miles caul from Mel- 
bourne; un it ihete are 200 blacks, and 
ai on nd it 3A0 whilra on Crown lands, 
besides above 100 on purchased estates 
near Melbourne, in the same want uf 
religiuus instruction and ordinances. 

ltesides lhe numbers given ns stationary 
in each of these circuits, there are '>." 7 in 
corners beyond the limits described, and 
100O perpetually moving in the .bush, 
besides at least 2000 on small farms at the 
distance of 8 or 10 miles from Melbourne 
and (Jeeluug, us has already teen noticed 
in giving the Kstimaie of the entire popu- 
lation. The following view may serve lo 
show at one glance, the number* in each 
circuit, entirely removed from the res- 
traints, the guidance, the runaolationi, 
and hopes of religion, ss regards public 
worship, and the minis! ratio n« of Hud's 
Word and sacraments.

really and permanently to bentlit the 
Aborigine!, wonld be futile without it ; 
the baii! of the present proposition is, that 
Christianity is thr proper foundation, alike 
for ( ivi 1 1 rat ion and of respect fur human 
law-!. 

It will not be disputed, that the British 
Government is railed upon to provide for 
the civilisation and religioui enlighten- 
ment of the Aborigine! of this country ; 
the Church of England recognises similar 
duties, and in lubtniilittg the present pro- 
position, it ia fell that the adopts lhe 
human means most tending to their accom- 
plishment! while undertaking to admi- 
nister, at her own entire charge, her ordi- 
nances to the white population, brought 
chiefly, and in (he most critical way, into 
contact with them. The more tbe whites 
in the bush are brought under the influent* 
of religion, the more easy, humanly ipeak 
iug, will be the instruction of the blacks.

thai amongst the Uritiih population in the 
bush there are I. ton Aborigines, in a 
tavage and entirely uninslructed slale. 
Thus are many thou sands of oitr country- 
men, of whom n large proportion came to 
this rountry but little under religious in- 
fluence and guidance, placed in the most 
neglected condition with regard toreligiun , 
1300 naked savages roaming about 
amongst them, to the injury and dele rio- 
rstiun or both races. The tola) absence 
of any religious ordinance! to call the at- 
tention and thoughts to the public womhip 
of Almighty God, aud the things which 
concern the aoul'! talvatiuit, and the 
day of judgment, and the want of any- 
thing to mark (hr sacred day uf holy 
rest — induce a r cletsnrm and indif- 
ference to religion, which amount almost 
to practical atheism, — a living without 
reference lo God ; while removed from 
uulward restraint and the checks whirb 
society impoKs, together with the leaven 
of tome hundreds of degraded and untu- 
tored savages, expose all to moral con- 
lami nation, and allow the vicious and 
polluted to proceed to great exxessrs in 
immorality. The entire alisente of rrii- 
£TOw# vrdixanfrt and of family dentlwn 
prevailtthruiighout the grealerextentor 
the bush, while only here and there is 
lhe len d s Day observed bv the settler 
calling hia tervontt together fur the read- 
ing nf God's word, and the Worship of hit 
Holy Name. In thi* state of thing), not 
only do religions impression! gradually 
wear off, but the knowledge of even the 
first principle* of Christianity it for- 
gotten . and children growing up among* 
parents thus lapsing into ignorance and 
irrcligiuo, receiving neither lhe know- 
ledge uf tbe truths of Christianity, noi 
seeing the example of religioua ob*tr> 
v»d(*s and habit*, seldom or never bearing 
the name of the Blessed Saviour, except 
in connexion with profane swearing, or 
some horrid oath, are nearly in tbe con- 
dition of the unenlightened ' 



This view presents to the mind much 
to excite our sympathies and fears, and to 
call forth uur active exertions, to supply 
at least mime of the religions wants of our 
fellow-Christians in the bush. Their con- 
dition holds out tu tbe venerable Societies 
for promoting Christian Knowledge, and 
for the Propagation uf lhe Gospel in 
Foreign Parts, auch a scene of spiritual 
destitution at called these uoble institu- 
tions into existence, when thousand! of 
our Christian brethren were similarly 
situated in the North American ro'oniei, 
nearly a century and s half ago; worse, 
therefore, aud under more aggro voted cir- 
c urns tan cei uf religion* destilutinn than 
I r'Aejr seere tke* in the plantations, are our 
>WA po/ntatioH, at tkc prr.rnr/ r/rrjr. in 
thia wide tract of country, without the 
ohaervance of the Lurd'i day, without the 
celebration of public worship, without (he 
nnnisttalionsofrcligioii,andwitboiiteyea 
lhe occasional visit uf a clergyman, either 
to counsel or comfort, rebuke or ex hurl. 

This it their condition ; and to add to 
the evils to which they are thus exposed, 
there are living amongst them [3U0 uf 
the most degraded heathens. As the limits 
of occupation extend, this evil will lie 
increased, W there are nearly 3000 blacks 
at no grrat distance beyond some uf the 
remote station! un which herds and flocks 
are now running ; the further the hush is 
penetrated the greater the evils to which 
all are exposed. 

Such being lhe religioua condition of 
the population in the buth, without any 
prosper! uf a better state of dungs arising 
out of lhe efforts of that population itself, 
lhe Committee feel that they would be 
wanting in sympathy lowerdithetrfeitow- 
Chriftians su situated, and also wanting in 
confidence in the readiness of tbe Churcb 
societies tu render aid. were they not to 
make known this great spiritual destitu- 
tion tu the venerable societies which hav* 
already dune to much to supply the re- 
ligious wants of (his country. The CoUi- 
miltee, therefore, is desirooi of seconding 
the effort, of their 1* loved Bishop in lay- 
ing this statement of the religious destitu- 
tion of the population in the interior, 
befure the venerable societies, and would

the Aboriginei in the interior of the Dis- 
trict of Purl Phillip, and destiring our 
opinion on (hat part of the plan which 
contemplates the conversion of the Village 
Hetervet in New South Wales intu landed 
endowments for the support uf the proposed 
M ission . 

With regard lo the hearing of lhe Land 
Sales Act on the question, we think there 
can lie no doubt, that at a general rule, it 
dues mil permit of landed endowments. 
The llrd clause allows reserve! to be made 
of lands, on the ground that they are 
llif inspires wanted a* site, for pnblir 
objects, but not un the ground that (he 
revenue derivable fiom them lie useful fur 
such pnr]H»et. In the case, however, of 
aborigines, the language uf this clause 
seems larger tbfln in any uiher instance, 
for it authorises Reserves tu be made of 
any Land required for their use H or bene- 
fit." Whether these words would admit 
uf making Reserves for the aupjtort uf 
Missionaries engaged in promoting the 
civilisation of the natives, it a iiursliou uf 
legal 1 1 instruction which seems tu us 
ojien lo so miiih doubt, that we abstain 
Frriin offering a positive opinion upon it, 

With regard to lhe expediency of en- 
dowments uf the pment kiud, we lately 
had occasion to point out the objection 
that in new countries, where ordinary land 
will nol yield a tent, the iroasessinu of 
such land, if iL be cultivated and improved 
by the Missiunqriei themselies, would 
divert them from their proper office, and 
detract from the public rupect due to ihtir 
character; audit unimproved, would effect 
injury to the surrounding country, and 
be an obstacle tu its settlement. Of course, 
however, this objection would mil apply 
tu any lauds which might be so situated 
as lu admit uf being let fur cultivation. 

Observing thai the plan ii tu be referred 
to the Governor, we feel it unnecessary 
to trespass un Lord Stanley's time by 
adding anythingto these geneial remarks.
